A spokesman for Camden council 
said: “The Youth Justice Board organ¬ 
ise placements for all children on 
secure remand and we were moving 
him at their request to where a bed 
was available.

'Killer' road gets 
cameras at last 


SPEED cameras have been 
placed on a road which has 
claimed the lives of seven 
people in the last five years. 

The average speed cameras, previ¬ 
ously only used in Kent for tempo¬ 
rary roadworks on the M2 and M20, 
were set up on a 7.5km section of the 
notorious A228 in Grain on Monday. 

This remote stretch of road has 
earned its gruesome “killer” tag by 
playing host to nearly 60 crashes 
since 2002 - including seven deaths 
and nine serious injuries. 

Save lives 

Mandy Vance, of Lower Stoke, 
welcomed the use of speed cameras, 
saying: “I think the cameras are a 
good thing. 

“A few of my friends have been 
killed along this road and so if the 
cameras can slow drivers down they 
can save lives. 

“Something had to be done and 
the people who live along this road 
have wanted speed cameras for a long 
time.” 

Pupils from Stoke Community 
School, including Mandy’s eight- 
year-old daughter Danni, released 
57 balloons at the launch event in 
memory of those killed or injured on 
the road. 

A tag designed by the pupils encour¬ 
aging motorists to slow down was 
attached to each one. 

Kent and Medway Safety Camera

Partnership spokeswoman Rachel 
Wall said: “Today is about remember¬ 
ing those who have tragically lost 
their lives or been injured on the 
A228. 

“It is also a time to look forward to 
where the new cameras will prevent 
other families suffering the same 
anguish and improve the quality of 
life for residents of the A228. 

“As with all our safety cameras, 
the speed check enforcement system 
(SPECS) will be signed, painted 
yellow and listed on our website so 
motorists know where they are oper¬ 
ating. 

“The aim of the partnership is not 
to catch people speeding, but to 
encourage them to slow down to 
prevent crashes.” 

Medway council’s frontline services 
manager, Phil Filmer, said: “People in 
Medway have been requesting safety 
cameras on the A228 for some time 
and I am so pleased this request has 
finally been met. 

(£ We hope the new installation of the 
speed cameras will drastically reduce 
casualties on this road.” 

The cameras cost £500,000 and 
were funded by the government and 
the council. 

SPECS is a digital safety camera 
system providing point-to-point speed 
enforcement based on the calculation 
of average speed.

MP Paul Clark has slammed 
England striker Peter Crouch for 
putting the boot into Gills fans in 
his autobiography. 

Mr Clark, a keen Gills supporter who recent¬ 
ly broke both wrists during a two-a-side football 
match, laid into the 6ft 7ins Liverpool forward 
for likening the Priestfield faithful to “the hill¬ 
billies in the film Deliverance”. 

The Gillingham and Rainham MP said: “I 
haven’t read the book and it certainly won’t be 
on my Christmas list, but from reading the 
extracts quoted in last week’s Yourmedway crit¬ 
icising the fans I was quite surprised. 

“I don’t condone name calling and can under¬ 
stand he may have been upset by some of the 
things the fans shouted, but you would expect 


an international footballer to rise above it. 

“After all, it’s years after the event. There are 
not enough role models in today’s game and so 
in that respect he doesn’t do himself any 
favours. 

“Attacking the town as a whole as well is 
totally out of order. 

“I’d suggest anyone who reads his book 
should come to Medway and see how rich we 
are in terms of history and moving ahead with 
regeneration, and then make their own judge¬ 
ment.” 

Crouch, famed for his ridulous robot dance 
goal celebration, slammed Gills fans for poking 
fun at his giant frame when he was just start¬ 
ing out in the game. 

The 26-year-old, who has sunk to the role of 


benchwarmer following the arrival of top inter¬ 
national striker Fernando Torres at the club, 
wrote: “Looking around at the faces of the home 
support at Gillingham, the irony was never lost 
on me that these people had the cheek to call 
me a ‘freak’. 

“Perhaps they should have taken a look at 
themselves first.” 

Not content with shaming the Gills fans who 
taunted him so mercilessly, Crouch fires a cou¬ 
ple of shots at Gillingham as a whole. 

Recalling his dad’s first visit to the town he 
told of a pub where regulars were, “watching 
‘Supermarket Sweep’ and betting on it”, before 
going on to describe seeing a father pouring oil 
into a drain while his son wrestled with a 
Staffordshire bull terrier. 


Infection outbreak 
closes three wards 

HEALTH bosses say three wards at 
Medway Maritime Hospital will remain 
closed until at least tomorrow after an 
outbreak of the winter vomiting bug. 

The restrictions were put in place fol¬ 
lowing 17 cases of Norovirus bacterial 
infection being reported on Monday. 

Hospital bosses yesterday said they 
were still dealing with 12 patients struck 
down by the bug. 

Regulations say the closures must 
remain in place for 72 hours following 
the last recorded case, as symptoms can 
remain hidden for up to two days. 

The Medway NHS Trust said the hos¬ 
pital’s Byron, Nelson and Tennyson 
wards are currently closed to admissions 
and transfers homes have been delayed. 

In order to combat the spread of the 
condition cleaning of the wards has also 
been stepped up. 

A trust spokesman said: “We have 
restricted visiting to the wards as this 
infection does spread easily and could 
potentially affect visitors. 

“Patients receive supportive treat¬ 
ments if they are suffering from cases of 
diarrhoea and/ or vomiting.”

Book pays tribute to our wartime pilots 


Honouring 
defenders 
of the skies 


A new book called The Heroes of 
Fighter Command: Kent has just 
been published in time for this 
year’s Remembrance Sunday. 

It tells the story of the band of pilots who 
Prime Minister Sir Winston Churchill 
described as “The Few” and their achievement 
in beating off the might of the Nazi Luftwaffe 
in the summer of 1940 - so halting the threat 
of a British invasion by Hitler’s forces. 

The Battle of Britain was fought in the skies 
above Kent and the story of the handful of 
RAF heroes has been documented by author 
Rupert Matthews - whose father flew 
Blenheim bombers targeting the invasion 
forces during the battle. 

“I focussed on Kent because it was the 
busiest county when it comes to the battle, 
with airfields like Detling and Eastchurch 
and the docks at Chatham and Sheemess 
coming under heavy attack. 

“What struck me most of all during my

research was the way the pilots kept going, 
day after day, week after week, month after 
month. 

“It was all on such a grinding scale - con¬ 
stantly flying up to engage the enemy, then the 
risk of being bombed while on the ground. 

“The way those pilots and their ground crew 
coped - up against overwhelming odds on a 
continual basis I found truly inspiring.” 

Kent’s squadrons first saw action on 
November 21, 1939, when two pilots were on 
patrol in Hurricane fighters over Folkestone. 

They spotted a German Dornier on a recon¬ 
naissance mission and sent it crashing into 
the sea trailing smoke. 

The initial attacks by the enemy bombers 
focussed on channel convoys and radar sta¬ 
tions with the airfields then coming under 
attack. 

But the Luftwaffe switched its attention to

cities on the orders of Hitler after an RAF 
plane bombed Berlin - just at a time when the 
fighter bases and command centres were on 
the verge of collapse. 

Eventually the attackers suffered such 
severe losses that they stopped the daily raids 

- but it would be five years before the Nazi 
jackboot was bought to heel by the Allies. 

Numerous memorials to the battledot the 
Kent countryside. 

The statue of a fighter pilot and a replica 
Hurricane and Spitfire draw thousands of peo¬ 
ple a year to a site on the cliffs just outside 
Folkestone. 

“Kent has remembered its heroes and my 
book pays tribute to them,” said Mr Matthews. 
“It is a tribute to the gallant young men who 
flew sortie after sortie against desperate odds 

- heroes every one of them.”

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Cold war sub is worth a look 


ONE of the most popular attractions at 
Chatham Historic Dockyard is HMS Ocelot - an 
Oberon class attack built when the cold war 
with the Soviet Union was at its most tense. 

The ship was laid down at Chatham in 
November 1960 and was launched two years 
later. 

Her silent electric engines made HMS Ocelot 
perfect for secret missions and although very lit¬ 
tle has ever been released as to her naval serv¬ 
ice, it is known that in the first three years of her 
commission she sailed over 90,000 miles. 

On one occasion during a mock attack she sur¬ 
faced undetected in New York Harbour, while at 


another time she came within torpedo range of 
the aircraft carrier USS Nimitz while testing 
out the giant vessel’s defence systems. 

This action prompted a review of security 
across the entire US Navy. 

Visitors are amazed that her crew would 
remain enclosed in the submerged vessel for 
more than three months on a single patrol - 
with no showers and just a handful of sinks and 
toilets. 

HMS Ocelot was finally sold for scrap in 1992 
but was saved from the breaker’s yard by the 
dockyard that built her - she now attracts thou¬ 
sands of visitors each month. 
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Armed robbers jailed 
for a total of 39 years 


THE three robbers who saw the 
fourth member of their gang shot 
dead by police have all been handed 
hefty jail sentences for a series of 
raids on security vans. 

They were arrested almost exactly a year ago 
after they were caught by waiting armed offi¬ 
cers in New Romney High Street. 

Teflon Bob’ Haines, 41, a bouncer from Challock, 
opened fire with his sawn off shotgun and was 
immediately brought down by a police marksmen. 
The other three were arrested and quickly linked 
to a series of raids across the county. 

All the raids were carried out by ambushing 
security vans delivering large quantities of 
cash to building societies in Strood, Paddock 
Wood, Birchington, New Romney and Heme 
Bay. In total the robberies netted almost 
£340,000.

On Friday David Jenkins, 61, a maintenance 
manager from Pantheon Gardens, Ashford, was 
found not guilty of the firearms offence but 
guilty of robbery and sentenced to 10 years. 

His accomplices, who had already admitted 
conspiracy to commit armed robbery, were 
caged as well. Dean Jenkins, 40, a company 
director from Wilks Close, Rainham, was sen¬ 
tenced to 17 years, and Ben Jason Grehan, 22, 
a scaffolder, from south London, for 12 years. 

Each robbery was committed at night and at 
the moment when the last cash was being 
delivered. 

In every case a man appeared wearing a bal¬ 
aclava and dark clothes and carrying a sawn-off 
shotgun which he used to threaten guards and 
order them to hand over cash. 

Judge Philip Statman said the robberies were 


“ruthless” and commended Kent Police and the 
Metropolitan Police Flying Squad for their part 
in bringing the offenders to justice. 

Detective Chief Inspector Tim Smith, who led 
the investigation, said: “The incidents involved 
innocent people being threatened and in some 
cases violence was used against them, resulting 
in them being in fear of their lives. 

“This disregard for others and the serious¬ 
ness of the crime has been reflected by the sen¬ 
tences imposed. We have worked together with 
the Crown Prosecution Service to take these 
dangerous men off the streets.” 

Detective Chief Inspector Steve Richardson 
from the Flying Squad added: “These men 
played significant roles in a series of violent 
armed robberies, where guns where used to 
intimidate guards. The robbery of cash in tran¬ 
sit companies is not a victimless crime, with the 
delivery guards often suffering physically and 
physiologically.” 


Lottery grant breathes 
new life into mortuary 

A RARE Victorian mortuary has been 
given more than £42,000 in lottery cash to 
help fund its restoration. 

The charnel house in the grounds of St 
Helen’s Church, Cliffe, dates back to the 
19th century. Heritage Lottery Fund man¬ 
ager Sheena Vick said the restoration 
would ensure people would understand 
the building’s purpose and history.

What is your professional background and how did you 
/come to Kent? 

After leaving York University I joined the 
fire service in London, starting out as a fire¬ 
fighter aged 23 and worked my way through to 
assistant chief in charge of operations in the 
capital, before being appointed the deputy in 
Kent in 2000. When my predecessor retired 
last year I was promoted to chief fire officer. 

A What does your job entail? 


Running the best fire service in the UK! A 
lot of what I do inevitably involves trying to 
make sure we can get the resources we need 
from government and setting out the future 
direction for the service in Kent. A lot of meet¬ 
ings, a lot of paperwork, but I still wouldn’t do 
another job. I also try to get around to as many 
of my stations as I can to talk to and listen to 
staff, and even still go out to incidents from 
time to time. The Channel Tunnel also takes 
up a fair amount of my time as I’m an inde¬ 
pendently appointed member of the Channel 
Tunnel Safety Authority.

We 
have the lowest figures for people being killed 
or injured by fire in their homes and we’re also 
reducing arson, road accidents and false 
alarms. This is certainly one of the safest places 
to live now as far as fire risk is concerned. 


What's been your biggest achievement in your career in 
Kent? 


The challenges of major incidents are 
always at the front of my mind. This year 
we’ve had a major oil tank fire, floods and an 
earthquake!

A TOP Mountie came to Kent this 
week to share the secret of how 
they always get their man. 

Superintendent Ward Clapham said getting 
communities to embrace policing was the key 
to their success in making cities safe. 

The senior Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
officer was the guest speaker at a community 
safety conference at Ashford International 
Hotel on Friday 

He told representatives from Kent police, 
Kent Fire and Rescue Service, Kent County 
Council and several other councils from across 
the county about the Mounties’ philosophy in 
reducing crime. 

Supt Clapham is the leader of the third 
largest force in Canada, which is based in 
Richmond, British Columbia. 

Richmond is on one of the islands that make 
up part of the Greater Vancouver Regional 
District. 

Mike Hill, KCC’s community services chief, 
said: “This is an annual event that we put on 
in conjunction with the Kent police authority. 

“Supt Clapham is recognised across the 
world as a specialist in this area. We were very 
interested in hearing what he had to tell us. 

“He is very active in implementing the phi¬ 
losophy behind community policing at all lev¬ 
els. This is something they take very seriously 
in Canada.” 

The superintendent’s area of E division is 
densely populated by Canadian standards. 

The city has been subject to a large amount 
of immigration since the 1990s, and 50 per 
cent of its population come from an Asian 
background. The city has been recognised as 
one of the safest in Canada. 

Mr Hill said: ‘We are very concerned with 
this area. 


“The way forward is for communities to get 
involved in their own policing. It is up to all of 
us to help the police wherever we can. That 
was the theme of the conference. 

‘We want to find ways that all community 
organisations can work together, which in¬ 
cludes the police, local councils, fire and rescue 
services and other groups.” 

Supt Clapham said: “I have been with the 
mounted police for 27 years. I am sure we can 
learn a lot from each other. 

“For example, here in the UK you have much 
tougher legislation, allowing you to deal with 
high-risk offenders that I think we could adopt 
back home.” 

As part of his visit, Supt Clapham accompa¬ 


nied police community support officers and 
community wardens on their rounds in 
Meopham, near Gravesend. 

He said: “The role of PCSOs and community 
wardens is something I am really keen to 
learn more about. We do not have anything 
like them in Canada. 

“I think that there are times when it is not 
necessary to have a fully qualified officer 
dealing with problems. These people can 
engage more quickly with the people in their 
community.” 

The community safety unit in Ashford has 
been recognised as a service that could suffer 
cuts because of recent budget constraints on 
local councils from central government. 


The sex criminals 'still a 
danger to our children’ 

KENT has the sixth highest number of sex 
offenders in the UK - according to figures 
published this week. 

The county has a total of 49 people who 
have committed a serious sex offence such 
as rape or assault on a child. 

All are classified as Level Three offenders 
- which means they have served a prison 
sentence but can never be considered safe. 

They are mainly housed in hostels and 
their identities concealed. 

The greatest number, 158, are resident in 
the Greater Manchester area. 

Michele Elliott, director of children’s char¬ 
ity Kidscape, said: “Level Three offenders in 
particular will continue to be a danger to 
children - and I bet none of the 
Government ministers or people working in 
this field have these offenders living next 
door to them.” 

Nationally, 1,201 offenders are housed. 
All are meant to be under the scrutiny of 
multi-agency public protection arrange¬ 
ments and social workers. 

Kent has a better record when it comes to 
knife crime, ranking 15th in a nationwide 
survey of crime statistics. 

Figures show that during April, May and 
June this year, 79 offences were reported in 
the county, whereas in London 1,580 knife 
crimes were recorded. 

Gang culture put in the 
spotlight of police study 

A STUDY into why young people choose to 
join gangs will be carried out by Kent 
police. 

The online survey will be launched this 
month and look into lifestyle choices made 
by teenagers, as well as focus on their atti¬ 
tudes to peer pressure and social issues. 

Police officers will also visit schools and 
talk to young people to raise awareness. 

Three main types of groups are being 
studied - delinquent groups, organised 
gangs, and organised criminal networks. 

Assistant Chief Constable Adrian Lep¬ 
pard said: ‘We need to understand this phe¬ 
nomenon, which is problematic in other 
areas of the country. 

“By carrying out this research, we can 
take measures to try to prevent this prob¬ 
lem appearing in Kent.”

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Green Party warns 
of commuter misery 


GREEN PARTY campaigners say they are 
concerned at delays in plans to improve 
commuter railway services - claiming that 
travellers face a decade of rail misery 

New carriages have been promised by rail 
companies and the infrastructure is set for 
improvement under a Government initiative 
to promote rail travel. 

The move is part of an overall environ¬ 
mental strategy aimed at cutting down on 
carbon emissions. 

But the latest official estimates say the 
Crossrail scheme - which will connect parts of 
London to the main regional network - will 
not be operational until 2017. 

Thameslink services, which will link Kent’s 
lines to the rest of the UK network, are also 


behind schedule and will not be ready until 
2015, it is feared. 

Rail bosses say the delays are necessary to 
avoid problems when the lines do become 
operational. 

But Dr Hazel Dawe, of Kent Green Party, 
said the decisions should have been taken far 
earlier to bring services on line much more 
quickly. 

She said: “Rising rail use and insufficient 
seats in the rush hour means Kent’s rail 
commuters face a working decade of ever more 
unpleasant rail journey experiences. 

“Given climate change and the imminent 
peaking of global oil supplies, Government 
investment in public transport alternatives to 
the private car should have occurred years ago.”

Parents steer 
children into 
wrong exams

PUSHY parents suffering from 
‘academic snobbery* are leading 
thousands of children each year 
down the wrong educational path, 
according to research from in¬ 
dustry expert group Edge. 

The group’s in-depth study found more than 
half of parents in Kent blindly nudge their 
youngsters towards taking A-levels and going 
on to university, despite knowing nothing 
about many of the other options available. 

The Parents Panel - made up of more than 
5,000 parents with children aged between 11 
and 16 - uncovered a host of ill-informed 
traditional viewpoints, ingrained prejudices 
and much more besides. 

Almost half of those questioned said they 
would urge their child to take A-levels over 
equivalents such as BTEC qualifications, 
which only 18 per cent would consider at all. 

Almost twice as many people - 35 per cent 
- went so far as to say that vocational 
courses, such as plumbing, motor mechanics 
and midwifery, were only for pupils who 
failed to shine in core subjects at school. 

These out-of-date beliefs have had a 
devastating effect on the choices made by 
school-leavers. 

More than one in five teenagers and young 
professionals told the group they had taken a 
wrong turn in their education and more than 
a third of those questioned laid the blame for 
that squarely at their parents’ door. 

Almost 40 per cent of youngsters said they 
would take A-levels partly because their 
parents wanted them to go to university.

Garry Hawkes, chairman of Edge, said he 
wanted to use the Parents Panel findings to 
tackle the traditional bias against vocational 
qualifications, which currently results in too 
many people evaluating personal success by 
academic achievements. 

This, he said, contributed to the feeling of 
18 per cent of parents stating they would be 
disappointed if their child ended up in a 
practical career. 

Mr Hawkes said: “We’ve been concerned for 
some time at how academic snobbery is 
influencing the lives of young people and our 
research shows the unfortunate truth that it 
has resulted in thousands of young people 
being directed down the wrong route every 
year, and therefore being turned off learning. 

“Parents naturally want to do what’s best for 
their child, but by their own admission they 
aren’t armed with all the facts about the 
learning options available and this is costing 
some young people dearly. We’re challenging 
all parents to stop thinking of academic 
qualifications as the only route to success.”

MEDWAY council bosses were yesterday 
expected to kick-start a national campaign to 
save the countiy’s post offices. 

It is thought cabinet members would back 
plans to form an all-party delegation charged 
with spurring the Local Government Association 
to fight Royal Mail’s proposed cutbacks. 

More than 2,500 branches across the UK - 
including 58 in Kent - risk being axed in the 
first wave of savings as the postal service looks 
to turn its financial fortunes around. 

The Medway council leader has already 
voiced his concerns over the proposals, writing 
to Royal Mail last month to register his 
objection. 

Cllr Rodney Chambers wrote: “The 
proposals are particularly ill-thought given 
that Medway’s population is set to grow 
by 50,000 dining the next 10 years, with a 
resultant requirement for greater access to 
post office services, not less.” 

The Royal Mail’s six week consultation period 
on their proposals ends on Monday.

SILENCE is golden, 
according to Paul Merton, 
and he wants to share his 
love of mute clowns with 
audiences in Kent.

The Dean of 
Rochester tells us 
what he likes about 
Medway and his 
plans for the future 


What do you like and dislike about 
Medway? 

I really like the river as it's the thing that connects every¬ 
thing in Medway, and I think it gives the whole area a rich¬ 
ness of character and history that I love. In terms of what I 
dislike, the thing that struck me most when I moved here 
was that Medway had guite a negative view of itself. I con¬ 
tinue to find it strange that there's such a wide gap in aspi¬ 
ration between those who live here and those people from 
outside Medway who see our future in such exciting terms. 
I'd like to see us take a much more positive attitude to what 
we've got here and the sort of future we could create 
together. 

How does being the Dean of Rochester 
compare with other positions you've held 
and what plans have you got in the 
pipeline? 

This is the first time I've worked outside of a big city, which 
brings a different perspective. I continue to be amazed at 
how many doors my title opens and how open people are to 
the involvement of the cathedral. I think my role is to help 
people recognise the spiritual dimension to the major issues 
facing Medway over the years ahead. Human beings are not 
just producers and consumers, but change-makers have a 
tendency to forget this. The biggest task facing us is to 
make sure that all of the vision, energy and resources of the 
cathedral are engaged with the real and pressing issues of 
the community around us. We've already got projects on the 
go with young people, education, music, the arts, and social 
regeneration, and there is a lot more planned to place the 
cathedral at the hub of the renaissance of Medway.

African bike adventure 
goes a long way down

EVEN though Ewan McGregor 
and Charley Boorman have just 
ridden from the tip of Scotland to 
the southern-most point of Africa 
across some of the most hazardous 
terrain on the planet, they can’t 
afford to take time off to relax. 

“It’s been extremely busy since we got back,” 
says Ewan. “There’s an awful lot of stuff you 
have to deal with after three months away. 
And we could have gone on longer. When we 
got to Cape Town at the end of the trip there 
was a terrible temptation to just turn around 
and go back up. I didn’t want to stop.” 

The draw of their families, which both admit 
to missing horrendously, was enough to see 
that they returned, but not before a quick trip 
to Kenya with their wives and children to 
revisit a few of their favourite spots. 

The duo completed their first mammoth trip 
around three years ago, and their travels could 
be seen in Long Way Round, their first series 
for the BBC. On their motorcycles, and fol¬ 
lowed by a small support crew, Ewan and 
Charley rode from London to New York, but as 
the title of their escapade suggests, they didn’t 
merely cross the Atlantic to get to the Big 
Apple. Instead, they rode through France, 
Belgium, Germany, Czech Republic, Slovakia, 
Ukraine, Russia, Kazakhstan, Mongolia and 
Canada before finally reaching their destina¬ 
tion. 

It was a gruelling trip, but not tough enough 
to put them off trying something else. The 
actors, who became best friends after meeting 
on the set of 1997 film The Serpent’s Kiss, orig¬ 
inally mentioned the possibility of another

journey on Jonathan Ross’s chat show some 
time ago, but it only came to fruition this year. 

And two shows into the six-part series - 
Long Way Down - viewers are hooked again. 

“The preparations were much smoother this 
time,” says Ewan, looking nothing like a film 
star in workman’s boots, jeans and a fleece 
jacket. ‘We knew what we wanted to take and 
what we didn’t want to take, and we knew we 
wanted to go on the BMW bikes.” 

If preparations were smoother, the trip was 
more difficult than their previous effort which 


introduced thousands to adventure biking. 

“It was definitely different,” ponders Ewan. 
“Because we’d done Long Way Round, we were 
all looking for unique things and sometimes 
that was conflicting. It caused some moments 
that weren’t as harmonious as others. That’s a 
nice way of putting it, isn’t it?” he beams with 
a trademark smile. 

“I think if you spend that much time togeth¬ 
er, “ adds Charley, “you know, you’re bound to 
have the odd bicker. You’d be spectacularly odd 
if you didn’t. But we’d get time on our own 
when we were riding.” 

The journey this time around had Ewan and 
Charley riding down through the UK, across 
France and through the Alps into Italy. From 
there, they crossed to Tunisia and began the 
mammoth African leg of their journey which 
would have them visiting Libya, Egypt, 
Sudan, Ethiopia, Kenya, Uganda, Rwanda, 
Tanzania, Malawi, Zambia, Namibia and 
Botswana, before finally making their way to 
Cape Agulhas, the southern-most point of the 
continent. So, what did Africa have in store? 

“People would hear we were going there and 
say ‘Of course, you’ll be macheted’. I’d ask 
whereabouts, and they’d say, ‘Everywhere’,” 
laughs Ewan. 

Many readers may already know a fair bit 
about Charley and Ewan’s trip thanks to the 
website which they regularly contributed to 
using the latest satellite technology. 

“Next time, if there is a next time,” adds 
Charley quickly, considering the implications 
of what he’s just said. “If there were enough 
people saying You should go and do this’, we 
could go off and do it.” 

Next time? 

“We’ve only just got back!” he cries!

This is unlike the last time where 
there was a boy meets girl story and a love 
triangle. 

“I needed to get older, otherwise there’s no 
real story.

I’m lucky I’ve got a private life that happily 
and richly balances my work life.” 

The actress prefers to stay out of the spotlight 
so she can bring up her two sons - six-year-old 
Dashiell and three-year-old Roman. 

But Cate, who is also starring in the fourth 
installment of the Indiana Jones franchise - 
Indiana Jones And The Kingdom Of The 
Crystal Skull - as well as playing a younger 
version of music icon Bob Dylan in I’m Not 
There, isn't sure about completing the 
Elizabeth trilogy. 

‘Who knows? We'll have to see how this one 
does, I think,” she says.

Of cowboys and astronauts

WHERE have all the cowboys 
gone? Almost certainly to Texas, 
that most American of states, 
where even city-dwellers go about 
hatted and booted - as though they 
are more likely to ride a horse than 
a pick-up truck. 

When you arrive on George Bush’s home 
patch, you quickly find that the state’s lone 
star flag is as common a sight as the stars and 
stripes, fluttering from anywhere possible. 

To understand where the famous Texan 
pride comes from, a visit to The Alamo in San 
Antonio is the obvious place to start. Texans 
take their history very seriously. It was here, 
at a former chapel, that a motley band of 
vastly outnumbered rebels fought to the death 
against the Mexican army to safeguard their 
independence. 

Not all the stereotypes hold true, though. 
Forget the desert scenes from cowboy films - 
Texas is a surprisingly lush state, and its cities 
are spacious and green. In addition to its cow¬ 
boy roots, modem Texas is rather proud to 
have a cultured side. 

The McNay Art Museum in San Antonio is 
the former home of Marion Koogler McNay, 
who built up a fabulous collection of art. Her 
legacy is breathtaking: a Spanish-influenced 
mansion where each room is packed with 
Renoirs, Monets and Picassos.

Another San Antonio highlight is a boat ride 
through the city. The river is banked by bars 
and restaurants, many of which are happy to 
arrange a meal for you onboard your barge. 

We were served a summery menu by Hotel 
Contessa and serenaded by a mariachi band. 
Indeed the Mexican influence on the city, as for 


much of Texas, is marked, noticeably in the 
food: delicious tacos, tortillas and burritos are 
served up in abundance. Throughout the state 
the food is plentiful, tasty and cheap - which 
may explain many Texans’ waistlines. 

From San Antonio we went to Austin, a 
relatively short drive, made worthwhile by 
stopping at the tiny outpost that is 
Luckenbach. It boasts a wooden cabin general 
store/post office, where musicians play in the 
back to passers-by. It’s the only stop you need 
make to experience the best of mral Texas. 

Houston could not be more different. 
Everything is bigger in Texas - and nowhere is 
that more evident than in this city, the focus of 
the Texan oil industry. According to one city- 
dweller, Houston sprawls across 70 miles: this 
is a city built for the car. 

Houston also boasts a thriving museum dis¬ 
trict, ranging from the vast Houston Museum 
of Natural Science, which has its own butter¬ 
fly house, to The Buffalo Soldiers National 
Museum, which uses actors to tell the history 
of the legendary all-black regiments, from 
their civil war beginnings to desegregation. 

More recent history comes in the form of 
NASA’s Johnson Space Center. For me, the 
highlight was stepping into the control centre 
that received the famous and chilling call: 
“Houston, we have a problem”. It still houses 
the computers used to bring home the astro¬ 
nauts on the Apollo 13 mission. Looking at the 
clunky machines, it seems a miracle they ever 
made it into space, let alone came home again. 

From ranch settlers to space explorers, it 
seems Texas still retains that old pioneering 
spirit.

A new river city in 
the making? 

MEDWAY’S fast-developing 15-year 
regeneration programme is due to create 
some 16,000 homes and more than 
20,000 jobs, according to the Kent 
Property Market Report 2007. 

The annual report, produced by Kent 
County Council, Cluttons and Locate in 
Kent, says that the project - kickstarted 
by £120m of public money - is expected 
to turn Medway into the thriving new 
river-city of the south east. 

Investment by the private sector is 
driving the programme forward. 

Medway council has applied for World 
Heritage Site status for Chatham 
Dockyard and its defences. The bid 
includes Fort Amherst, Upnor Castle, 
Brompton village and barracks, the 
Pembroke site and the Great Lines. 

Key water regeneration sites are 
Rochester Riverside, Chatham 
Waterfront, Strood Riverside, Temple 
Waterfront and Gillingham Pier. 

It is expected that the 2012 Olympics 
will boost Medway’s regeneration pro¬ 
gramme further too. 

The report also showed that the area is 
attracting investment from the hotel 
sector, with operators poised to invest an 
estimated £50m in 500 rooms across at 
least five sites. 

National victory for 
the Vineries Estate 

MOAT Housing Association, Word on 
the Street and residents of the Vineries 
Estate in Gillingham are celebrating vic¬ 
tory at the 2007 National Federation 
Neighbourhood Awards this week. 

The Activity Loft community house is 
a learning and events centre created by 
Moat with the direct input of residents. 

Opened in July 2006, The Activity Loft, 
which has become a hub of the commu¬ 
nity, beat over 300 entries countrywide 
to the gain the title in the ‘Peaceful & 
Better Neighbourhood’ category. 

The award was presented by Tricia 
Goddard at the International 
Conference Centre in Birmingham. 

Graeme Bosely, Moat’s community 
development manager, said: “Since open¬ 
ing we have seen a significant reduction 
in crime and properties estate have 
become easier to let, showing that posi¬ 
tive achievements do happen when we 
involve residents with decisions.”

AT A TIME of uncertainty in the 
housing market letting agents 
across Kent are reporting a short¬ 
age of rental properties. 

The Association of Rental Lettings Agents 
(ARLA) has released a new report stating that 
tenant demand now outstrips supply in all sec¬ 
tors of the rental market. 

ARLA says this is consistent with the tradi¬ 
tional pattern of ‘softening’ house prices lead¬ 
ing to a growing requirement for rental accom¬ 
modation. 

Debbie Pennell, manager at Ashton 
Burkinshaw letting agents in Chatham, said: 
‘We need more two and three bedroom proper¬ 
ties for couples and sharers. All the statistics 
point to an expanding rental sector.” 

So despite widespread speculation of a 
decline in the buy-to-let market, industry 
experts are advising potential investors now is 
a good time to buy. 

Property investment specialist Assetz sees 
the current climate as a good opportunity for 
investors. 

Stuart Law, Assetz chief executive, said: 
"Whilst the market has been subject to much 
speculation and turmoil over the last few 
months, there is significant evidence to sug¬ 
gest that for those taking a medium to long 
term perspective, now is an excellent time to 
invest in buy-to-let property.” 

According to ARLA’s last quarterly figures, 
the average weekly rental income for the 
South East is £345 a week for houses and £215 
a week for flats, putting rents at an all time 
high. It is predicted that the growth in rents 
will continue. 

Coupled with an increasing number of forced 
sellers lowering the prices of their properties 
and bank base rates expected to fall, we could 
be approaching the most profitable rental 
income situation for years. 

ARLA has just published its annual guide - 
The ARLA, CML Guide to Buy to Let - in asso¬ 
ciation with the Council of Mortgage Lenders 
(CML). 

Malcolm Harrison, ARLA spokesman, said 
the aim of the guide is to: “Clarify the role of 
investment in residential rental housing and 


counter any market misunderstandings.” 

For landlords and tenants it covers the defi¬ 
nition of buy-to-let, the opportunities and obli¬ 
gations that go with it, tenancy agreements, 
tenancy deposit protection, insurance, legal 
requirements and tax. 


It is billed as a useful resource for all those 
considering dipping a tentative toe into the 
rental property market.

SOMETIMES you can set aside 
normal factors and go with just one 
when road testing a car. 

It can be summed up as the Teel-good factor’. 
You ask yourself: ‘Would this car lift my soul 
at first sight in the morning before you even 
climb behind the wheel?” 

The Mercedes CLS is one of those cars. 

Admittedly, it is hard to understand why 
Mercedes decided to make this sleek four-door 
sports coupe in the first place, when it had 
models enough to fill niches within niches. 

On the other hand, it is a ‘halo model’ to out¬ 
shine all others; if you doubted that Mercedes- 
Benz had shed its old conservative image, this 
is all the proof needed. 

Our test car was the 3.5-litre V6 - the junior 
petrol model, but still capable of 0-62mph in 
6.7 seconds. 

It feels and sounds as good as the swooping 
bodywork suggests, but there is also the 
bonkers V8 AMG version with its 0-62mph in 
4.5 seconds to get the adrenalin pumping. 

The canny buy of the range though is the 


3.0-litre diesel, with a comparatively modest 
seven-second sprint time, smooth running and 
an average of around 35-40mpg. 

Whichever you go for though, a slick-shifting 
seven-speed auto ‘box adds to the refined 
feel of the car and can be set in ‘sport’ or 
‘comfort’ mode - the latter shifts up earlier 
rather than holding onto gears for maximum 
acceleration. 


Using the more realistic sport mode - this is 
a sports coupe after all - the CLS’s excellent 
chassis can be further exploited by using man¬ 
ual selection, though the intelligent auto is 
good enough to leave for most driving. 

The swooping lines of the exterior are skill¬ 
fully carried over to the interior through 
sculpted doors and the sweep of the centre 
console front and back - the car is a four-door 
‘for four’ with two deep and comfortable sports 
seats in the back even if you have to duck a bit 
to get into them. 

For a sporting car there is also an impressive 
amount of storage and luggage space. 

CLS prices start at £43,962.

dies it in style. Handling and grip is also exem¬ 
plary due to the lowered and stiffened ‘Cup 
Chassis’, now available as an option on the 
‘standard’ Renaultsport 197.

SURVEY: Aimed to get to the heart of needs of local business to help them thrive 



BUSINESSES should be at the 
heart of every community in Kent, 
according to a new survey. 

Eighty-four per cent of business leaders 
across the county felt they should play an 
active part in schools and community projects. 

The heads of more than 200 organisations 
and companies, including chambers of com¬ 
merce, professional bodies and trade organisa¬ 
tions, took part in the study carried out by the 
South East of England Development Agency. 

Forty-seven per cent of company chiefs in 
Kent felt business prospects for the next six 
months look the same as the last half year, but 
23 per cent said the outlook was better. 

Disturbingly, 22 per cent of those quizzed felt 
the forecast was bleak. 

Only 32 per cent of business leaders said

Kent was a good place to invest or run a suc¬ 
cessful organisation, while 41 per cent thought 
it was average. 

The study also asked what the main factors 
enabling companies in the county to thrive 
and grow are. 

Twenty-five per cent said it was customer 
focus, 19 per cent pointed to exporting and inter¬ 
national trade, while 14 per cent rated creativi¬ 
ty and innovation, and sales and marketing. 

The survey also found that 40 per cent of 
those quizzed felt it was feasible to reduce the 
carbon footprint of businesses, while 26 per 
cent argued it was not. 

The local factors which affects business 
growth were named as bad transport, by 26 


per cent; drugs, drink and violence, by 15 per 
cent; and expensive or scarce housing, by 15 
per cent. 

SEEDA carried out the survey as part of its 
last call for entries for its first South East 
Business Awards. 

Jeff Alexander, executive director of 
SEEDA’s global competitiveness division, said: 
‘We aim to get to the heart of the needs of our 
local business communities and this research 
highlights the factors that make a thriving 
environment and pinpoint areas for develop¬ 
ment. 

“That is why the South East Business 
Awards will showcase outstanding business 
achievements so far.”
